It is dated Sept. 6th, 1796 and payable to Joshua Lathrop, a prominent family name in the 
Norwich and Windham area. It is signed by Ebenezer Huntington as President and 
Perkins as cashier althought that signature is quite light. The note is genuine as far as I 
can acertain. The engraving seems good to me and quite precisely executed. | do not see 
an imprint on the note. The note is dark but not nearly as dark as the photostats indicate. 
The note has been slightly trimmed on the right side, but not by much. 


I was happy to get the note. It is the first full size 1700's Connecticut note I was able to 
add to my collection.
